close together with little or no 
space between them. We utilize 
dining halls as dormitories, moving 
out the beds every morning and 
putting them back after the eve- 
ning meal. We have to put cots in 
corridors, 
. "The worst part about it is that 
many of our buildings arc vet-v- 
oid. One of them is 100 years old ] 
and still in use. These old build- 
ings do not have adequate fire pro- 
tection. To put it bluntly, they are 
fire hazards, but we must continue 
to use theni."

House Bill Xougli

curb labor. It's plenty tough. 


The Senate Labor committee— 


expected to be less severs—is al- 
most finished drafting a bill of 
its own. 


Both 
committees, 
separately, 


' had long- hearings before they sat 


down to turn 
out 
these 
bills. 


They've worked for weeks. 


The house may vote on its com- 


mittee bill next week. The senate 
will vote later on its own bill. 


So both houses of Congress, 


after a lot of argument on the 
floor, will pass separate bills to 
restrict unions. 


Bills Are Different 


Those bills will differ in many 


ways. Because 
of 
that, 
both 


houses will have to appoint a joint 
committee to agree . on a single 
bill. 


That won't 
be 
simple. 
The 


fuyshed product will wind up be- 
ing a combination of both bills. 


Then it will go to the president 


to sign into law or to veto. 


This all sounds long-drawn out 


and complicated and it certainly is. 
There's no one in "Washington now 
who can tell the outcome. 


Suppose the president vetoe's 


the big labor bill and congress 
can't pass it over his veto. 


Does that mean labor will have 


come through this jittery and. for

.Msybe not. Before it goes home 


congress may pass some piece- 
meal bills to curb unions in some 
way but much less tough than the 
present house bill.

Chicago. April 12 — lAP) —A 


commercial dye. toluidme blue, has 
been found to be a poient antidote 
to one of the most deadly effects 
of the atom bomb, two Uimcisity 
of Chicag-o scientists reported to- 
day. 


The dye, a blood-clotting agent, 


counteracts the blood "thinning" 
effect of over exposuie to atomic 
paitides and rays. Such ravs £<re 
released in an atom bomb explo- 
sion and ai e a possible danger in 
the peacetime use of atomic en- 
ergy. 


Successful use of the d\ e in pre- 


venting or controlling such hem- 
orrhage in animals was repoited 
in the magazine Science by Dr J. 
Garretr Allen of the University 
clinics and Dr. Leon O. Jacobson.
